DEFENDERS PUSHED BACK 


TOKYO, Monday.—Japanese troops 
in Singapore Island have reached a 
point within about 10 miles of Singa- 
pore City, says a Front despatch re- 
ceived by Domei News Agency. Other 
units, it adds, occupied the Tenga aero- 
drome, some 15 miles north-west of 
Singapore City at 1.30 p.m. 

Troops landed at Kranji Village, at 
the mouth of the Kranji River, the 
despatch adds, have broken British 
resistance at Mandai, about a mile and 
a quarter due south, and are advancing 
on Bukit Panjang. The next strong 
British resistance is expected at this 
point, which is on the Malay-Singapore 
railway, about three miles south of 
Mandai. Fierce fires are raging at the 
naval port and the Seletar aerodrome, 
in the north of the island, it is claimed. 

Japanese artillery has sunk a British 
gunboat in the naval port of Seletar, on 
the north coast of Singapore Island, 
say reports from Johore Bahru. A 
Domei despatch states that successful 
landings have been effected from Pulau 
Ubin, the island at the eastern outlet 
to the Johore Straits, whose occupation 
by Japanese was announced from 
Singapore on Sunday.—(Reuter. ) 


G.0.C, CHEERFUL 


SINGAPORE, Monday. — Major- 
General Bennett, Australian G.O.C. in 
Malaya, was his usual cheery self when 
he received correspondents at his 
divisional headquarters. He laughed 
and jested with them, posed for photo- 
graphers, and seemed to exude an air 
of confidence. He spoke again, how- 
ever, of the handicap of not having 
“anything up top ’’—that is sufficient 
air support, the possession of which 
would make ‘“‘all the difference in the 
world 

“‘Journeying by car to his head- 
quarters,” says Reuter’s Correspondent, 
““I saw a sight which was common up- 
country but which everybody fervently 
hoped would not be duplicated here— 
long lines of evacuees wending their 
way along the road from the forward 
areas, Carrying their possessions, some- 
times in the smallest bundles.’’ 

According” to Japanese reports, a 
green fiare, fired 16 minutes after mid- 
night, indicated that the landing had 
been effected, and four minutes later a 
red flare ‘‘signified the completion of 
the landing operations.” From similar 
sources come statements that Japanese 
paratroops took part in the fighting 
at several points in the island interior, 
—(Reuter.) 


JAPANESE LOSSES 


se ordinary Singapore communiqué 
said :— 

“The enemy landing from the boats 
on the north-west coast of the island 
took place between Sungei Kranji and 
Pasir Laba, between 23.00 hours last 
night and 01.00 hours this morning. 

‘“‘The landing was preceded by heavy 
enemy artillery bombardment of our 
fcrward positions in this area, and 
from daybreak was supported by con- 
siderable numbers of fighter and 
bomber aircraft. Our forward troops 
were pushed back in some places, and 
there has been some enemy infiltra- 
tion eastwards. Offensive action is 
being taken to raop up the enemy. 
Results of this action have not yet 
been received. Elsewhere on the island 
the enemy is continuing to dive-bomb 
and shell our forward positions. 

“Hurricane fighters of the R.A.F., 
stpporting our troops, successfully in- 
tercepted enemy raiders to-day, de- 
stroying three, and probably three 
others, and damaging thirteen. Reports 
now. received show that during previous 
period not reported a further five were 
shot down for certain and four pro- 
bably. Totals to date are 73 certainties 
and 27 probables.”’ 


NAVAL BASE RAIDED 


BATAVIA, Monday. — After two 
days’ reconnaissance Japanese ’planes 
this afternoon carried out their first 
raid on Batavia. Civilians were 
machine-gunned in the centre of the 


city. 

Sisinn a fourth air raid on Soura- 
baya yesterday 51 persons were 
killed, 52 seriously injured, and two 
slightly injured. Nine bombers took 
part, and after half an hour dis- 
appeared to the south and east. 
Damage to naval establishments was 
negligible.— (Reuter. ) 


U.S. COMMUNIQUE 


WASHINGTON, Monday.—A U.S.

1,000 Japanese were killed and much 
material seized. The Japanese captured 
the city on Thursday last.—(A.P.) 


JAPANESE CLAIMS 


TOKYO, Monday.—A claim that 

Japanese forces crossed the Salween 
River last night is made in a despatch 
from Moulmein, Sapaisacodcepied 1 rt 
at the mouth of the Salween. The 
crossing was made, it is stated, under 
the cover of heavy artillery fire, despite 
stiff resistance by British defenders. 
“ Japanese troops are now advancin 
eastward towards Rangoon,” it is said. 
—(Reuter.) 
German radio quoted Tokyo claims 
that Japanese units which landed on 
Singapore island were still advancing, 
forcing the defending British troops to 
withdraw to fortifications in the 
northern part of the island. Small 
tanks were supporting the Japanese, 
and British resistance near Mandai, on 
the road leading into the interior of the 
island from the causeway, had been 
broken. 

Giving further details of the Japanese 
landing, the announcer said that 
Japanese troops crossed from the main- 
land and reached the island at three 
main points—west of the Johore cause- 
way, on the north-east corner of the 
island; opposite Pulau Ubin Island, 
and at another point on the north 
coast in dense jungle. Although the 
operation was carried out rapidly, the 
attackers met strong resistance.—(The 
Associated Press.) 


PACIFIC COUNCIL 
MEETS TO-DAY 


A Pacific Council has been set 
up in London on the Ministerial plane. 
Australia, Great Britain, the Nether- 
lands and New Zealand will each have 
representatives on the Council. Other 
Ministers and advisers will attend as 
necessary. The Council will meet to- 
day. 

An Associated Press message from 
Canberra says that the absence of 
direct American representation on the 
Council was thought by Australians to 
be likely to reduce its effectiveness and 
make it advisory rather than de- 
terminate. 

The Press Association writes :—The 
absence of America from the Pacific 
Council will not, escape the notice of 
M.P.’s, and questions will probably be 
put to the Prime Minister as soon as 
the House meets.

M OSCOW, Monday.—Exten- 

sive new Soviet gains on 
the a ST front, where 
a terrific struggie is in progress 
between Marshal Timoshbaks 
and German troops clinging 
stubbornly to the shell-torn 
cities of Kursk and Kharkov, 
and to positions further South, 
vital to their spring offensive 
bas, are announced & Moscow 
radio. 


The latest news is that the 
Red Army men have recaptured 
30 inhabited localities on this 
front, following earlier reports 
of three other successes, includ- 
in the important fortified point 
oe and that the German re- 
treat continues. 


“ German troops, attempting to hold 
back our advance, are holding on to 
every fortified point, to every in- 
habited locality, without considering 
heavy losses, and are trying to gain 
time, but the Soviet troops do not give 
the enemy any respite night or da , 
pushing forward, forcing the enemy s 
strong points, piercing his defence lines 
and penetrating into his head,” says 
Moscow Radio.—(Press Association and 


Reuter.) 
The German troops laid vast mine- 
fields in the Donetz Basin in an 


attempt to halt the advancing Russians, 
but Marshal Timoshenko’s forces to- 
day surged forward over the snow- 
covered steppes. Through one mine- 
field, nearly two miles long, Red Army 
sappers cut five lanes. At another 
point the Russians extricated 2,600 
anti-tank mines buried in the snow. 
Despite these obstacles, the Red Army 
cleared three Donetz villages of 
Germans, and eighteen other places

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RED CROSS SUB-DEPOTS 
HIT BY PARAFFIN AND 
FUEL SHORTAGE 


Nearly half of the Irish Red Cross 


Emergency Hospitals’ Supply Sub- 
— have had to close down, princi- 
pally owing to the inability to secure 
i “an of parafhn and fuel. i 
hortly after the setting up of the 
Central Dépot at 7 Cavendish row, 
Dublin, for the preparation of bandages 
and dressings, volunteer Red Cross 
workers started many sub-dépots in 
country places. Many of these sub- 
dépóts have had to close down, and now 
eople interested in the Red Cross are 
eing encouraged to establish sub- 
dépéts in the larger centres where gas 
or electricity is available. 

Among the dressings made by the 
Service is: the plaster of paris type. 
During the civil war in Spain shortages 
of medical supplies were experienced in 
many places. Some doctors adopted 
the method of putting plaster of paris 
like that used for fractures on top of 
wounds. It was found that such dress- 
ings could be left in place for days, 
even weeks, and the wound kept clean 
while it was covered. 

Dressings made at the Dépót here 
have ‘gone to Finland, to the Civic 
Guards in Cahirciveen, for torpedoed 
sailors, to Norwegian sailors at the Sea- 
men’s Institute in Dublin, while a bale 
was sent for the use of sufferers in the 
Turkish earthquake. 

The main object of the Dépét, how- 
ever, 1s to increase reserves of medical 
supplies in this country. A sideline at 
the Dépét is the outfitting of refugees. 


VALUE OF THE BEET CROP 


In a radio address from Dublin last 
night, Mr. James J. Glavin, B.Sc., 
Chief Agricultural Adviser of the Irish 
Sugar Co., stated that the total output 
of refined sugar in Eire last year was 
approximately 95,000 tons—the greatest 
tonnage ever produced in any one 
season from home-grown beet in Eire.

Monday's Middle East communiqué

“There was no general change in 
the situation yesterday. Our patrols 
were active inthe area Mekili-Tengeder, 
while one of our mobile columns 
engaged enemy infantry and artillery 
in position near the coast, twelve miles 
west of Gazala. Our air forces again 
operated in active support of our 
forward troops, and they have con- 
tinued their attacks on enemy lines of 
communication.”’ 

‘“‘Bomber and fighter aircraft of the 
Royal Air Force, the Royal Australian 
Air Force and South African Air Force 
were in action over Cyrenaica during 
Sunday, February 8th,’’ said Monday’s 
Royal Air Force Middle East com- 
muniqué. “Three Messerschmitt 109s 
were shot down and others were 
damaged, while at Derna two enemy 
aircraft were destroyed on the aero- 
drome by direct hits. 

“During Saturday night (February 
7th and 8th) bomber aircraft attacked 
objectives in Benghazi, and the aero- 
drome at Berca. At Benghazi hits 
were scored On the Juliana Mole and 
at Berca fires and explosions were 
observed. 

“ Shipping in Tripoli Harbour was 
also raided. In spite of a smoke screen 
put up by the enemy at least three 
direct hits were obtained, causing a 
series of explosions, Other bombs 
burst on the Spanish Mole. 

“During the same night the naval 
dockyard of Salamis, in Greece, was 
raided; bombs exploded among muni- 


tion factories and on submarine 
wharves. 
‘Naval aircraft torpedoed two 


enemy merchant vessels in the Central 
Mediterranean during Friday night 
(February 6 to 7). The first ship was hit 
by one, and possibly two, torpedoes. 
A large fire broke out on board the 
second after it had been hit.

““ A boon to mothers ’”—Lord Mayor. 
“ Spoils the amenities ’’—A Resident. 


Both views were expressed when the 
Lord Mayor of Dublin, Alderman P. 
S. Doyle, T.D., opened the Civics 
Institute’s sixth play centre at Pearse 
square, off Pearse street, yesterday 
afternoon. 

The Lord Mayor, who spoke of the 
centre as a boon to mothers, said that. 
efforts to provide such social benefits 
had been hampered by lack of co- 
operation on the part of adults in the 
preservation of civic property. Last 
year 467,000 visits had been paid by 
children. An experienced play leader 
would be in charge of the new centre. 

After the Lord Mayor had declared 
the centre - Mr, K. Whelan pro- 
tested that the pavilion erected on the 
ground was injurious to the amenities 
of the square. Mr. Whelan told an 
Irish Times reporter that Mrs. Whelan 
and he had lived in the square about 
thirtsix years. “It used to be one 
of thé nicest little squares in Dublin,” 
he said, *““ but now the building has 
shut out the light of day from my 
kitchen.” For years, he added, he 
had boarded artistes playing at the 
Gaiety, the Royal, the Yh and 
the old Tivoli Theatres. ‘‘ Now, who 
is going to stay in a house where you 
cannot see out of the window? I do 
not want to deprive the children of 
their enjoyment, but a better arrange- 
ment of the building could have been 
made.”’ 

The playground was blessed by the 
Rev. J. Gilmore, C.C., City quay. The 
attendance included also: Mr, Manning 
Robertson, Mr. D. Barrett, Commander

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TOO MANY ALIENS 
IN INDUSTRY 


APPEAL FOR MORE 
PRODUCTION

LIEN penetration in Eire, the 
acquisition of property, and 
shares in industry by aliens, 
and the ease with which aliens could 
assume Irish names, and trade under 
them, were discussed at the 37th 
annual meeting of the National 
Agricultural and Industrial Develop- 
ment Association, in 3 St, Stephen’s 
Green, Dublin, yesterday. 

Mr. F. M. Summerfield said that it 
was too easy for an alien to come into 
the country and change his name by 
deed poll. Non-nationals were getting 
their hands on the life-blood of the 
country in ever-increasing numbers. No 
foreigner should b permitted from now 
on to change his name to an Irish 
name, nor be allowed to acquire 

roperty in this country, either in 
som ag shares or factories. 

Mr. J. O’Sheehan «said that the 
property of the country was rapidly 
passing into the hands of aliens, who 
would skip out if the country got 
into trouble. They were obtaining 
monopolies. 

Mr. 8. O. Farrell said that there was 
a danger also from the tendency of 
Irish people to model themselves on 
the alien in their methods, 


ALIEN STANDARDS 


Mr. P. L. McEvoy said that when 
tariffs were imposed in 1932, aliens, 
whose products were sold in this 
country, had set up branch factories, 
with standards already established. 
The Irish manufacturer had not been 
able to set his own standards. 

Mr. M. J. Hennessy said that 
foreigners were taking complete charge 
of the economic life of the country. 
Foreign holders of property should be 
forced to sell out and leave. 

Mr. P. O Caoimh, Chairman, speak- 
ing on the annual report, said that the 
Government was doing all it could to 
hold Irish land for Irish people, and 
he believed that the Government would 
have the support of the whole country 
in trying to keep head rents from pass- 
ing to non-nationals. 

ongratulating the Government on 
the increase 1n the price for wheat, Mr. 
O Caoimh asked for willing co-opera- 
tion between farmers and workers in 
producing the crops necessary to tide 
the country over the emergency. The 
Government, he said, should intervene 
where land was advertised for letting by 
people who were lazy or indifferent to 
till it themselves. . 

Immediate steps should be taken to 
stop the nonsense of these people 
advertising that their lands were not to 
be used for the growing of wheat. The 
Government ought also to obtain from 
medical and scientific bodies some 
simple tables for the plain people of 
the country, showing the proportions 
of foods available and necessary to 
maintain health. 


TURF BY MEASURE 

Turf production should be handled as 
a permanent. institution, and the 
Minister for ot han should consider 


the question of ving turf sold by 
measure rather tharby weight, because 
so much wet turf was being sold. 

Mr. J. OCuinneacain said that the 
farmers of the Meath Gaelteacht were 
coming to Dublin on Sunday week next 
to demonstrate against the Govern- 
ment’s allowing people to let land on 
the stipulation that it must not be 
sown with wheat. 

Mr. J. J. Holloway said that, to 
augment fruit supplies, the Government 
ought to appeal to farmers who grew 
fruit for their own use not to waste 
their surpluses, no matter how small. 
If some arrangement were come to by 
which attractive freight rates on the 
railways could be given and collecting 
centres set up, these small amounts 
could be collected and put on the 
market. 

Mr. T. Kennedy said that it was time 
the Government undertook the 
establishment of a State bank. Their 
financial system was one of the indica- 
tions that Irish self-government had 
been a supreme failure. Unless the 
question of Irish national credit was 
tackled on a sound basis there was 
little use of associations such as their's 
trying to do anything. 


EMIGRATION 

Mr. O. J. Flanagan said that this 
was the one great question of national 
importance. The Government were 
powerless to stop emigration. There 
were agents going around the country 
recruiting young men for work in 
Canada. The Bank of Ireland was the 
real government of the country. 

Mr. Holloway protested against the 
Government’s sanctioning the increase 
in bank charges. He said it had 
affected the whole economic life of the 
country. Travellers were being paid 
in cash instead of cheques, and had to 
travel with their pockets full of notes, 
People were only banking money «:nce 
or twice a week instead of daily, and 
there seemed to have been an increase 
in the number of robberies since this 
became common. i 
_ Mr. P. L. McEvoy said that to heip 
inventors the Gcvernment ought to 
revise the patenting system. The Asso- 


| ciation should press for revision of the 


patenting and trade mark laws. 

The existing Council were re-elected, 
with Mr. N. P. McEvoy as another 
member. 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman 
was passed, on the proposal of Senator 


S. P. Campbell.

the shelter accommodation in the con- 
gested areas. Work has commenced on 
the erection of 600 further overground 
shelters to accommodate an additional 
50,000 persors.

Abou 170 workmen were injured—73 of them so seriously 

that they were taken to hospital—by a fire which broke 
out yesterday in the French liner Normandie, now the United 
States auxiliary ship Lafayette, which is moored at Hudson 
River pier, New York. 


The cause of the fire, said Rear-Admiral Adolphus 
Andrews, Commandant of the Third Naval District, was a 
spark from an acetylene torch which struck a life-preserver 
filled with kapok in the lounge of the promenade deck. 


Although earlier reports that 200 of the 2,500 or 3,000 
workmen on board had been trapped below decks are now 
believed to be unfounded, a heavy toll of life is feared. A

A WELDER’S TORCH 


The Third Naval District has autho- 
rised publication of a statement by 
Edward Sullivan, a carpenter, saying 
that the fire started when a welder’s 
torch ignited some inflammable mate- 
rial on the promenade deck about mid- 
ships. Spreading rapidly, the blaze 
crippled the Normandie’s lighting sys- 
tem, making it difficult for the men 
below to find their way off the ship. 

Rear-Admiral Adolphus Andrews did 
not. support, a theory that the fire was 
due to sabotage. e said that from 
information available the fire 
started in the main lounge of the pro- 
menade deck. He did not believe any 
workmen were trapped. 

Naval men said there were 300 
Coastguardsmen, 400 sailors and 1,500 
civilians aboard when the fire broke 
out. 

Later the Police Commissioner, 
Lewis Valentine, said 170 men were

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Singapore’s Ordeal 
All speculations regarding the fate 
of Singapore are likely to be resolved 


before any of us is very much older. 
From the day when the Japanese 


was obvious that an attack, sooner 
or later, would be made on Singa- 
" pore—and that it would be made by 
land. Apparently, nobody in the 
counsels of the British Government 
ever imagined for a moment that a 
land attack would be possible. The 
swampy ground and the, “‘ impenetr- 
able ’’ jungle of the Malay Peninsula 
were believed to be proof against 
any attempted imvasion; and 
millions of pounds were spent in the 
construction of a naval base which, 
by common sense, could not possibly 
be captured from the sea. There 
can be no doubt that the tragedy of 
Singapore was a repetition of the 
tragedy of the Maginot Line. Two 
months ago it was regarded as the 
strongest naval fortress in exist- 
ence ; to-day it has become a definite 
liability to the British Empire. 
Having taken complete possession of 
the Malay Peninsula—they - ad- 
vanced through the swamps and 
jungle at the average rate of some 
twenty miles a day—the Japanese 
now have landed in force on 
Singapore island, and nothing 
but a miracle can prevent its 
reduction. Major-General Gordon 
Bennett, commander — of the 


declared yesterday that “the 
situation is well in hand,” and that 


but, in the meantime, the Japanese 
claim to have reached a point only 
ten miles from Singapore city, and 
to have taken possession of the all- 
important aerodrome at Tenga. In 
the course of an interview with Press 
correspondents, General Bennett is 
reported to have expressed high con- 
fidence in the ultimate result of the 
fighting, but he admitted that the 
defenders had “ nothing up top,”’ 
and that adequate air protection 
would have made “‘ all the difference 
in the world.” Once again, appa- 
rently, as in the case of Crete, lack 
of aircraft—particularly of fighters— 
is likely to cost the British Empire 
dear. 

From the available information, 
which at the moment is rather 
meagre, it would appear that the 
Japanese landed in at least two 
places at Singapore island under 
cover of darkness. They used boats 
that had been brought down the 
Malay Peninsula by land, thereby, 
presumably, hoodwinking the British 
reconnaissance patrols. A message 
from Saigon declares that tank units 
already have been ferried across the 
narrow straits, and that Japanese 
parachute troops have been brought 
into action; but so far there has 
been no confirmation of this report 
from British sources. According to 
the official bulletin from Singapore, 
the Japanese made their landings 
after a tremendous artillery barrage, 
which was reinforced by determined 
attacks from the air. The British 
forward troops have been pushed 
back “in some places,” and there 
has been “some enemy infiltration 
eastwards.’’ Offensive action is being 
taken ‘‘ to mop up the enemy ” ; but, 
in view of the fact that the Japanese 
have almost unlimited reserves of 
men and material, and that the 
British garrison is so weak in air- 
craft, it would seem to be a pitifully 
unequal struggle. Of course, there 
always is the chance that British 
and American naval reinforcements 
may appear suddenly and redress 
the balance; but at the moment the 


iodds are heavily against such a 


development. There can be no 
question of the gallantry of the 
defending forces; but the military, 
naval and aerial preponderance of 
the Japanese is overwhelming. All 
the previous experience of this war— 
in the Low Countries, in Norway, 
in Greece, in Crete, and in North 
Africa—has proved that the belli- 
gerent without adeyuate air support 
for his ground and sea forces is at 
an almost hopeless disadvantage. The 
case of Singapore may ‘prove to be 
an exception to this general rule; 
but, to be quite frank, we doubt it. 
This costly fortress must be written 
off as a bad debt by the British 
Empire; just how bad it is remains 
to be seen. The British Navy still 
will be able to operate from other 
bases in the East Indies, and the 
day probably is at hand when the 
American Navy also will make its 
appearance in Far Eastern waters. 
When that day dawns there may be 
a complete bouleversement in the 
general situation as between Japan 
and the Allies; but for the present 
it would be foolish to try to minimise 
the significance of Japan’s successes 
or to pretend that the siege of 
Singapore can be prolonged indefi- 
nitely.

Last Friday a large number of

respect or another, to obey the 
pertinent Orders. Not all of the 


- charges were of equal gravity ; some, 


indeed, seemed to be trivial enough ; 
yet it was right that the offenders 
should be ferreted out and brought 
to justice, and we have no doubt 
that their punishment will furnish 
a useful example. Henceforward, at 
all events, no trader in Drogheda 
or elsewhere, can plead that he 
sinned through ignorance: the 
penalties imposed last Friday will 
be a warning to him, and, if he 
thinks that the defendants escaped 
lightly, he need not assume that 
future offenders will be equally 
fortunate. It is dangerously easy to 
play with profiteering. In times of 
hardship there always are people 
who will pay a few pence, or a few 
shillings, more than the established 
price for a scarce article, These 
people are the worst offenders of 
all, and they ought to stand side by 
side with the delinquent trader in 
the dock. If every farmer plays his 
part there ought to be enough food— 
just enough food—to keep the people 
from starvation; but, if the shop- 
keeper is permitted to operate a 
‘black market,” and if this, that, 
or the other consumer is permitted 
to buy in it, somebody will have to 
go hungry. Patriotism and humanity 
impose an obligation upon every 
citizen of this country—on the 
farmer to till his ground up to the 
full extent prescribed by the Govern- 
ment, and, if possible, to a greater 
extent; on the shopkeeper to resist 
all temptation to profiteer, or to 
favour certain customers at the 
expense of others ; on the rest of the 
people to ask no favours from the 
shopkeeper, and in no case to pay 
more than the legal price for any 
controlled article.

OBITUARY 
MR. MELFORT D'ALTON 


Mr. Melfort Campbell Dalton, who 
died in a Dublin hospital yesterday, 
was one of Dublin’s best known ex- 
ponents and teachers of singing. His 
singing career, centring in St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral, ranged from Com- 
mand performances in London to con- 
cert platforms all over his own coun- 
try, where his beautiful voice and his 
gift of absolute pitch made him ex- 
tremely successful. Born in Howth, 
Co. Dublin, in 1867, he was early dis- 
covered by Dean Greene, and became 
a chorister in St. Patrick’s Cathedral. 
Later, he went to Italy, where he 
studied singing in Venice.

TROUT FISHING 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srn,—Please allow me to correct a 
statement in Mr. McCann’s letter, pub- 
lished in your issue of this date. Brown 
trout fishing will open on the 15th 
February, not 14th, as stated. The 
close season, governed by Section 39 
(1) of the 1939 Fishery Act, recited by 
him, is from 1st January to 14t 
February, both days inclusive. 

The dál made at the last meet- 
ing of my Board on the 4th instant 
directed our head waterkeeper to in- 
vestigate what “ trout”” were exposed 
for sale in the Dublin market and shops 
reported in the’ Dublin papers of that 
date under fish market sales simply as 
“ trout.”” While the Act 5 and 6 Vic., 
Cap. 106, Section 1, defines sea trout 
(colloquially called white trout by 
reason of its scales being silver colour), 
the Act of 1939 only refers to “ trout ”’ 
(colloquially called brown trouf, also 
on account of its brown colour). 

The date, 15th February, as the 
opening season for brown trout was 
brought. into operation in the fishing 
season 1940. so there can be no pos- 
sible excuse for any confusion either by 
trout fishermen or dealers on this sub-

WHAT ARE FRENCH 
CROWS? 


By A Srarr Reporter. 


What are French crows? <A report 
from the country that this pivetedladia 
species of bird was causing serious 
depredations among the crops led me 
to make some inquiries yesterday. 
When ! had completed them the 
species still was as mysterious as ever. 

That distinguished ornithologist, the 
Very Rev. P. J. Kennedy, S.J., Rector 
of Rathfarnham Castle, said that he 
had never heard of the species. ‘‘'‘There 
are two birds of this description in 
this country—the Hooded Crow, which 
is carnivorous, and does not, there- 
fore, interfere with crops, and the 
Rook (which is wrongly referred to by 
country people as being a crow), 
which certainly does cause damage to 
crops.”’ 

The Department of Agriculture never 
has heard of French crows either. 
Officials suggested that it might be 
wrongly applied to Choughs—black- 
birds with red beak and legs. But 
this species, they added, did not 
damage crops, and, furthermore, was 
under official patronage to the extent 
of being protected by the Wild Birds 
Protection Act. 


TO ENCOURAGE GROWING 
OF SEEDS 


Five of the leading wholesale seed 
merchants in Eire have decided to 
form a company for the encourage- 
ment of the growing of seeds in this 
country. The Irish Seed and Nursery 
Trades’ Association had intended to 
form a Seeds’ Section for the same 
purpose, but when it was learned that 
five of its members were forming a 
limited Jiability company the maiter 
was left to them. The object of the 
new company, the registration of 
which will shortly be announced,” said

Paintings of W aterford 


As I am always homesick for Co. 
Waterford (writes Miss Temple 
Lane), and the Decies country in 
particular, a conflict of motives led 
me to visit the exhibition of oil 


| paintings by Isabel and Mary Odell 


at the Country Shop. These two 


| artists have their studio at Ardmore. 


Isabel Odell’s artistic training has 
been orthodox: the Slade, con- 
currently with Augustus John: 
Paris, with a galaxy of famous 
names. Mary Odell’s has been quite 
the reverse; yet some of us prefer 
her work. She did not go so far as 
to tell me she ‘‘ never had a lesson 
in her life’’; yet this is very near 
to the truth.

Many householders who nave 
turned to the use of logs find them- 
selves saddled with the wrong sort of 
wood, and instead of the beautiful 
fire; of Yuletide story fame, du! 
smouldering wood confronts them. 
which not even Jimmie O'Dea and 


his little bellows, with its “ blow, 
blow, blow,’’ could resurrect to 
cheerfulness. 


A country-bred friend of mine 
tells me that the great secret of a 
good fire lies in the selection of wood 
used. Oak and ash are admirable, 
also beech, sycamore, thorn, holly 
or chestnut, but avoid, as you would 
the plague, the elm—if, after an 
eternity of trying you do chance to 
get it to light, out it goes on the 
slightest provocation. 

An old apple tree, my friend 
assures me, is delightful: it gives 
both the fragrance of the out-of- 
doors and excellent fuel. So also 
do other old fruit trees, such as 
plum or pear. 

Also try to get well-seasoned logs, 
and a good plan is to coat them 
with damp slack, which makes them 
burn better. With all these hints 
you will achieve that most de«irable 
and lovely thing, a geod log fire.
